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Black  History  Month  recognized 


Mary  McLeod  Bethune 
1875-1955 

Mary  McLeod  Bethune  devoted  her  life  to 
bringing  dignity,  opportunity  and  hope  to 
Black  Americans.  She  became  a  teacher,  the 
builder  of  a  school,  a  public  speaker  and  a 
governmental  administrator. 

Mrs.  Bethune  started  a  school  for  girls  in  the 
Daytona  Beach,  Florida,  area  with  only  $1.50 
in  her  pocket.  She  earned  money  for  this 
school  over  the  years  by  doing  many  different 
jobs.  In  1923,  the  Bethune  School  joined  with 
the  Cookman  Institute,  to  become  the 
Belhune-Cookman  College. 

President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  appointed 
Mrs.  Bethune  to  serve  as  the  Director  of  the 
Negro  Affairs  Division  of  the  National  Youth 
Administration.  Both  President  and  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  were  great  admirers  of  Mary 
McLeod  Bethune.  She  was  given  the  Sprigam 
Medal  for  Negro  achievement  in  the  year 
1935. 


VV.E.B.  DuBois 
1868-1963 

William  DuBois  was  a  brilliant  student  at 
school  and  had  hoped  to  study  at  Harvard 
College.  However,  his  parents  died  before  his 
high  school  graduation;  and  so,  he  had  to  go 
to  work.  A  local  minister  arranged  for  a  schol- 
arship to  Fisk  University,  in  Tennessee. 

Soon  after  his  graduation  from  Fisk,  DuBois 
won  a  scholarship  to  Harvard.  He  became  the 
first  Black  to  win  a  PhD  from  Harvard.  From 
there  he  went  to  the  University  of  Berlin, 
where  he  studied  sociology  and  economics. 
His  writings  on  Black  history  are  model  stud- 
ies even  today. 

DuBois  did  not  believ.e  that  economic 
opportunity  alone  would  solve  the  problems 
of  Black  Americans.  Therefore,  he  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  N.A.A.CP. 

Best  known  of  his  writings  are  "The  Souls 
of  Black  Fold,"  "Black  Folk  Then  and  Now" 
and  "Encyclopedia  of  the  Negro."

Phase  One 

Testing  underway  on  new  ventilation  system

Testing  continues  on  die  new  air 
handler  in  Classroom  Medical  as 
initially  reported  in  last  week's 
issue  of  the  Communicator. 

According  to  Donald  R.  Katter. 
director  of  the  Physical  Plant,  Phase 
One  of  the  new  air  handler  is  still  in 
the  testing  phase.  All  the  completed 
work  happened  inside  the  AGC-i 
air  handler. 

"The  unit  needs  to  be  balanced 
and  more  testing  needs  to  be  ran," 
said  Katter. 

"Testing  on  Phase  One  may  con- 
tinue until  the  end  of  February." 
added  Kaiier. 

The  ventilation  section  consists  of 
four  components;  a  return  and  fresh 
air  section,  the  filtering  section, 
cooling  coil  section,  and  tile  supply 
air.  which  drives  air  out  into  the 
building. 

In  the  filtering  section,  a  mini- 
mum of  fresh  air  has  lo  be  intro-

tile  return  air  supply  fan,  Phase  One  the  cooling  section.  The  old  cooling 

will  provide  a  more  efficient  filler-  coils  were  not  large  enough  to 


accommodate  tile  air  volume.  The 
return  air  section  brings  air  back 
from  within  the  building. 

"The  new  motors  in  Phase  One, 
especially  in  the  return  air  and  sup- 
ply air  fan  are  much  more  effi- 
cient," said  Katter. 

The  quick  fixes  dial  did  not  work: 
Katter  explained  that  in  the  past,  air 
only  came  into  a  room  thai  needed 
to  be  cooled.  The  old  unit  did  not 
have  a  heat  source.  Bigger  pipes 
were  used  to  lead  into  a  small  vent. 
This  will  be  corrected  in  Phase 
Three. 

"We  had  put  a  cbeater  (a  regula- 
tor) which  would  in  effect,  indicate 
this  box  is  closed  so  the  air  would 
always  be  turned  off.  We  fooled  the 
thermostat,"  said  Katter. 

Initially  this  was  done  with  a  few 
rooms,  but  now  has  been  done  in  all 
the  rooms.  There  is  still  a  small 
leak. 

"We  know  what  tile  problems  are 
now  and  are  addressing  them," 
explained  Katter. 


IPSGA 

Acting  President 
works  out  details

On  Monday  Jerry  Richardson, 
student  body  vice  president  of 
legislation,  announced  that  he 
would  serve  as  acting  student 
body  prcsidenL 

"We  talked  with  Student  Body 
Government  President,  Rajat 
Suri,  within  the  past  12  hours 
and  we  worked  out  some  details 
of  his  return.  In  the  mean  lime  I 
will  serve  in  his  position  and 
Mark  King,  co-chair  of  internal 
affairs,  will  act  as  chairperson," 
said  Richardson. 

Richardson  said  that  he  hopes 
the  remaining  details  get 
resolved  and  Suri  returns  before 
Friday. 

Dean  of  Students  and  Advisor 
to  IPSGA,  Marian  Zimmerman, 
said  she  heard  many  different 
stories  on  tile  subject  of  whether 
Suri  will  return.  So  the  faculty 
decided  lo  extend  the  deadline  to 
Friday. 

David  Leeka,  director  of  pur- 
chasing, attended  the  meeting 
with  Chief  of  Police  Lauren 
Denhartog  to  answer  questions 
about  die  Parking  Fee  Proposal. 

The  full  time  students'  parking 
permit  increase  (SI  per  credit 
hour  course)  rate  was  based  on 
the  $80,000  to  S90.000  cost  to 
add  two  parking  garages  and 


parking  lots  maintenance  and  on 
Lbe  fact  that  96%  of  the  '93  year 
students  purchased  parking  per- 
mits, admitted  Denhartog. 

When  Chris  Douse.  IPSGA 
senator,  asked  if  there  was  a  cap 
on  the  parking  proposal,  Leeka 
answered  no  and  supposed  it  was 
so  because  there  are  not  any  of 
Lbe  other  university  fees. 

"Past  students  paid  for  today's 
student's  parking  facilities  and 
buildings,  so  now  the  tables  have 
turned.  That  is  just  how  it 
works."  said  Zimmerman. 

Charles  Copeland,  co-chairman 
of  internal  affairs,  argued  the 
unfairness  of  die  students  having 
to  bear  the  burdens  of  increases. 

He  felt  the  increase  of  books, 
student  fees,  tuition,  and  now 
parking  were  becoming  a  bit  too 
much.  He  wondered  what  the 
students  could  do  to  limit  the 
increases. 

Leeka  explained  that  he  was 
filling  in  for  Walter  Branson, 
vice  chancellor  of  financial 
affairs,  was  unable  to  attend  tile 
meeting. 

Any  questions  or  recommenda- 
tions should  be  directed  to 
Branson  said  Leeka.  Jeffery 
Valdez  was  introduced  as  the 
new  senate  member.

Traditional 
values  challenged

There  are  three  privileged  groups  in  the  United  Slates  of  America' 
whites,  heterosexuals,  and  males. 

The  issues  of  race  relations,  homosexuality,  and  sexual  harassment 
continue  lo  ignite  emotional  conversations  throughout  the  nation. 

In  the  Sept.  26  issue  of  (he  Journal  Gazelle,  a  story  was  printed  about 
a  minister  being  offended  by  a  sweatshirt  hanging  in  (he  window  of  a 
beauty  salon  beneath  his  church. 

Whal's  the  big  deal? 

Along  wiih  rclevanl  scriptures  from  the  Bible,  a  picture  or  a  Black 
Jesus  is  airbrushed  on  the  front  of  the  sweatshirt.  This  concept  of  Jesus 
being  a  man  of  African  descent  offended  the  minister  whom  the 
Gametic  did  not  hesitate  to  point  out  was  white. 

This  "offensive"  display  possesses  several  questions  that  religious 
figures  and  socieiy  must  look  at  and  answer  in  order  for  our  young  girls 
and  boys  ".  .  .  to  learn  what  the  Bible  says  accurately,"  according  to 
the  disgruntled  minister. 

If  one  examines  the  Bible,  he  or  she  will  find  explicit  references  to 
Jesus  being  a  despised  man  of  color,  not  specifically  of  African 
descent,  but  a  man  of  color.  Jews  throughout  history  have  been  perse- 
cuted, enslaved,  and  invaded.  Docs  this  sound  familiar  to  the  African- 
American  experience? 

Jesus  describes  himself  as  a  "despised"  and  "rejected"  of  men  in 
Isaiah  53. 

How  can  a  man  of  the  cloth  determine  what  is  an  accurate  portrayal 
or  Jesus  if  the  scriptures  strongly  suggest  that  he  may  belong  to  people 
of  color? 

If  he  has  studied  his  own  Bible,  is  this  scripture  omitted?  Or  is  this 
part  overlooked? 

Is  he  despising  the  same  man  who  died  for  the  sins  of  everyone, 
including  white  and  black? 

What  aspect  of  the  "Black  Jesus"  is  the  minister  really  objecting  to? 

Perhaps  it  is  not  the  portrayal  of  a  Christ  of  color,  but  the  challenge 
it  presents  to  the  Christian  institution. 

It's  getting  lo  be  a  familiar  story. 

Let's  lake  parenting  for  instance. 

Same-sex  couples  who  want  to  adopt  children  are  met  with  the  same 
senseless,  obstinate  thinking  that  characterizes  the  minister's  opposi- 
tion to  the  "Black  Jesus." 

The  notion  of  two  lesbians  adopting,  raising,  and  loving  a  healthy 
child  challenges  the  institution  in  the  same  way  that  the  notion  of  a 
"Black  Jesus"  expands  the  scope  of  Christianity. 

Why?  Because  homosexuality  is  not  politically  correct. 

Why  the  mere  thought  of  two  women  raising  and  exposing  a  child 
to  this  "different"  lifestyle  is  unimaginable. 

However,  consider  this.  Most  gay  men  and  lesbians  are  bora  from 
heterosexual  families.  Now  if  a  man  and  a  woman  cannot  prevent  a 
child  from  being  homosexual,  how  can  iwo  women  or  Iwo  men  stop  a 
child  from  being  heterosexual  or  homosexual? 

So,  who  has  the  best  values,  homosexuals  or  heterosexuals? 

That  would  be  different,  though.  That  child  would  be  "rebelling" 
against  the  norm. 

It  comes  down  to  (his,  if  two  people,  gender  withstanding,  love  each 
other  and  can  provide  a  child  with  a  home,  they  should  be  allowed  to 
raise  children. 

Sexual  orientation  should  not  be  considered  in  determining  what 
type  of  person  is  Tit  to  parent  a  child. 

In  either  case,  whether  we  are  talking  about  a  "Black  Jesus"  or  same- 
sex  parents,  who  is  hurt?  Certainly  not  those  who  challenge  the  institu- 
tion; they  have  everything  to  gain  or  they  would  have  not  challenged 
the  institution  in  Ihe  first  place.  So,  it  seems  the  only  party  injured  is 
Ihe  institution  itself. 

There  are  other  American  institutions  that  are  right  now  in  the  throes 
of  growing  pains. 

Anita  Hill,  for  example,  in  the  recent  Thomas/HUl  Senate  hearings, 
sent  the  institutions  of  government,  education,  and  business  reeling.  No 
matter  what  the  reader  thinks  about  Anita  Hill,  no  one  can  possibly 
deny  the  positive  influence  she  has  had  on  our  socieiy.  For  example: 
She  was  the  female  underdog  ihat  challenged  'the  Good  Ol'  Boys 
Club."  She  made  women  realize  they  do  not  have  to  put  up  with  men 
sexually  harassing  them  in  the  workplace.  Her  stance  has  made  men 
aware  that  patting  women  on  behind  or  other  kinds  of  inappropnale 
behavior  is  a  crime. 

Anila  Hill  was  the  catalyst  in  making  women  aware  of  looking  at  Ihe 
issues  of  women  in  a  straight  forward  manner. 

Hill  suggests,  that  we  can  only  find  the  solulions  to  our  problems 
when  we  admit  there  is  a  problem  and  discuss  solulions  in  the  open. 

Until  we  realize  that  these  privileges  prevent  people  from  existing  as 
human  beings  and  start  to  correct  these  ongoing  transgressions,  things 
will  never  change.

Department  upset  with  column 


To  Ihe  Editor: 

We  arc  writing  in  response  to  the 
column  by  Edward  Granzella 
regarding  his  experience  in 
Psychology  120  last  semester.  Mr. 
Granzella  was  unhappy  with  Dr. 
Hill's  Psychology  120  class  and 
used  his  column  to  complain  about 
the  class.  We  believe  this  use  of  his 
column  was  unfortunate  and  irre- 
sponsible. 

In  all  classes  there  are  some  stu- 
dents who  are  pleased  with  (he 
class  and  some  who  are  not.  One  of 
the  most  siartling  things  one  notices 
when  reading  student  evaluations  is 
the  drastically  different  responses 
that  students  have  to  the  same  class. 
One  person  loves  it,  the  next  hales 
it.  One  person  responds  warmly  to 
the  professor's  attempt  to  produce 
fair  exams,  another  berates  tbe 
same  behavior  as  the  professor's 
attempt  to  win  good  evaluations. 
However,  il  is  a  hazard  of  the  job  of 
being  a  college  professor,  that  at 
times  some  students  arc  unhappy 
with  what  you've  done. 

There  are  opportunities  to  make 
one's  feelings  about  any  class 
known  to  the  instructor  or  to  the 


instructor's  department  chair. 
Course  evaluations  are  given  at  the 
end  of  the  semester,  and  students 
may  use  these  to  express  their  feel- 
ings about  a  course.  A  student  may 
speak  with  the  instructor  or  the 
chair  at  any  time  during  or  after  the 
semester.  To  our  knowledge,  Mr. 
Granzella  never  approached  Dr. 
Hill  or  Dr.  Cannon,  the  Psychology 
Department  chair,  to  express  his 
concerns  about  his  experiences  in 
Psychology  120.  Had  he  asked,  he 
could  have  learned  thai  Dr.  Hill 
uses  a  we  11- validated  testing  proce- 
dure. Mr.  Granzella  also  alleged 
that  only  one  Psychology  120 
insiructoriDr.  Gcrow)  requires  stu- 
dents to  read  tbe  textbook,  and 
implied  that  standards  aren't  rigor- 
ous enough  in  Psychology  120,  and 
thai  more  students  should  receive 
failing  grades.  Again,  to  our  knowl- 
edge, Mr.  Granzella  never  verified 
any  of  these  allegations  with  ihe 
Psychology  120  instructors  or  the 
Psychology  Department 

When  one  has  a  position  as  a 
reporter  or  columnisi  with  a  student 
newspaper  such  as  Tbe 
Communicator,  one  has  access  to  a 
public  forum  that  is  not  available  to 


most  sludents.  With  that  access, 
there  should  also  be  the  responsibil- 
ity to  behave  ethically.  Wc  believe 
that  Mr.  Granzella  behaved  unethi- 
cally by  impugning  Dr.  Hill's 
integrity  in  a  public  forum  without 
ever  seeking  him  out  privately  to 
discuss  his  concerns.  Surely  be 
must  realize  thai  every  professor  on 
this  campus  has  had  unhappy  slu- 
dents from  time  to  time.  Even  those 
professors  who  are  held  in  (he  high- 
est regard  irritate  some  students 
some  time.  If  these  unhappy  stu- 
dents were  alt  Communicator 
columnists  we  would  have  to  read  a 
column  such  as  Mr.  Granzclla's 
attack  on  Dr.  Hill  at  leasl  once  in 
every  issue. 

The  appropriate  way  to  evaluate 
professor's  teaching  is  with  a  large 
number  of  student  evaluations  and 
regular  classroom  visits  by  faculty 
peers.  The  psychology  Department 
uses  such  evaluations  and  has  three- 
member  faculty  assistance  commit- 
tees who  regularly  visit  junior  fac- 
ulty members'  classes.  In  our  view. 
it  is  not  appropriate  for  tbe 
Communicator  to  allow  disgruntled 
students  to  attack  their  professors 
simply  because  they  happen  to  be

In  most  cases,  an  abortion  is 
desired  because  of  an  unplanned 
pregnancy;  a  child  would  be  incon- 
venient. What  the  hell  causes  an 
unplanned  pregnancy?  The  great 
majority  are  due  lo  some  act  of  irre- 
sponsibility in  which  pregnancy  is 
not  necessarily  Ihe  worse  outcome. 
Basically,  abstinence,  protection,  or 
having  a  desire  for  a  child  — using 
your  brain,  eliminates  the  need  for 
abortions. 

Pro-life  groups,  on  the  other  hand, 
have  a  problem.  They  live  in  a  soci- 
ety that  allows  under  law  a  thing 
that  they  consider  morally  repre- 
hensible and  which  breaks  one  of 
the  laws  given  lo  us  by  God.

But  if  il's 
discovered  that  ihey  have  no  rele- 
vant contribution  to  make,  well, 
then  we  can  abort  them  if  deemed 
appropriate.  This  is  really  not  a  bad 
idea.  If  someone  is  convicted  of  a 
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Sherwin  Kepes 
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crime,  instead  of  sending  them  to 
prison  to  be  yet  another  drain  on 
our  treasury,  wc  can  perform  a 
retroactive  abortion.  This  could  also 
be  a  great  motivating  factor  for  par- 
ents. Now,  Johnny,  eat  your  broc- 
coli. You  don't  want  me  to  abort 
you,  do  you? 

The  real  question  is,  when  does 
human  life  begin?

■■  use  while  folks  as  a  scapegoat? 

Well,  according  to  sociologist 
Jerry  Smith  in  his  book,  "It's  Time 
10  Slop  Blaming  the  White  Man," 
We  (African-Americans)  have 
been  using  the  while  race  in  gener- 
al and  the  while  man  in  particular 
as  i  scapegoat." 

No,  I  don't  feel  that  African- 
Americans  have  been  using  the 
while  race  as  a  scapegoat  I  do  feci 
however  African- Americans  have 
the  right  10  assign  some  of  the 
blame  for  their  condition  on  the 
group  of  people  who  caused  them 
the  most  heartache. 

However,  besides  blaming  the 
while  race,  African-Americans 
need  to  explore  self  and  confront 
their  own  faults.. 

Before  exploring  this  issue,  I  feel 
the  need  make  one  thing  clear. 
There  is  only  one  race,  the  human 
race.  If  people  would  understand 
thai  simple  fact,  race  would  not  be 
an  issue  and  racism  would  not 
exist 

Even  Andrew  Hacker,  a  political 
science  professor  of  Queens 
College,  slates  in  his  book,  'Two 
Nations;  Black  and  While. 
Separate,  Hostile.  Unequal,"  that 
"the  idea  of  race  is  a  human  cre- 
ation." 

He  also  says  thai  "since  there  is 
no  consensus  when  it  comes  down 
10  defining  'race,'  Ihc  term  has 
been  applied  to  a  diversity  of 
groups." 

So,  how  do  we  come  up  with  this 
race  called  while  and  black? 

It's  based  on  Ihc  fact  that  these 
two  different  ethnic  groups  have  a 
different  color  of  skin. 

This  difference  is  what  continues 
to  divide  the  United  Slates. 

Once  you  take  the  idea  of  race 
being  a  human  creation  and  apply 
what  has  happen  in  history, 
you  may  be  able  to  understand  why 
African-Americans  arc  upscl  with 

'hilc  Americans, 

Look  at  slavery,  an  institution 
based  on  treating  another  group  of 
people  is  less  than  human  for  (he 
ilmighty  dollar.  Of  course,  nothing 
is  wrong  with  stating  Ihat  slavery 
didn't  start  in  ihc  United  Stales. 
True,  slavery  has  been  around  for- 
ever. 

However,  the  United  States  and 
South  Africa  arc  the  only  two 
places  where  slavery  had  a  unique 
component,  the  inhuman  (if  that 
word  is  justice  enough)  treatment 
living,  breathing,  eating,  and 
defecating  person. 

The  treatment  of  African  people 
was  completely  intolerable. 
African  women  were  sold,  beaten, 
raped,  punished  while  pregnant, 
and  used  as  breeders  for  the  white 
man. 

The  relationship  between  African 
women  and  men  was  completely 
destroyed  because  of  white  owners 
selling  them  for  profit  and  not 
allowing  them  to  develop  a  rela- 
tionship. Without  this  relationship, 
African  women  experienced  help- 
less throughout  their  entire 
experience  because  they  had  no 
one  to  defend  them. 

They  were,  as  well  as  African 
men,  helpless  until  they  began  to 
emancipate  their  minds. 

When  young  African- Americans, 
look  at  history,  they  become  angry 
with  while  folks  because  of  what 
has  happen.  Now,  I  believe  that 
African- Americans  do  have  a  right 
to  be  angry  but  not  at  present  day 
while  people  for  what  happened 
back  then  because  it  is  not  their 
faulL 

However,  while  folks  don't  make 
it  thai  easy  when  they  continue  to 
believe  in  their  stereotypes  of 
African- Americans  as  being  lazy, 
dumb,  and  as  criminals. 

1  think  if  you  look  at  the  fact  that 
slaves  were  beaten  once  put  on  a 
plantation,  forced  lo  "pick"  as 
much  cotton  as  possible  and  given 
the  responsible  for  feeding  the 
cattle. 

While  folks  are  the  lazy  ones. 
They  built  this  country  on  the 
genocide  of  one  group  of  people 

and  the  enslavement  of  another 

group  because  they  were  different 

and  "animals." 
They  make  statements  such  as 

"You're  different.  You're  not  like 

the  others," 

These  statements  make  African- 
Americans  feel  alienated  because 

all  of  a  sudden  ihey  are  different 

because  some  white  person  has 

said  so. 
It  doesn't  surprise  me  thai 

African-Americans  use  white  folks 

as  Ibeir  excuse,  they  live  in  a  world 

of  two  privileges:  white  and  male.
